Importance of Agriculture. 

The great business of our country is 
Agriculiure. I. Because it feeds us, and 
furnishes the material for our clothing .— 
2. Because it gives usefa; employment to 
fivessixths of our population. 3. Because 
it is the primary source of our individual 
and national wealth. 4. Because it is the 
nursing mother of our manufacturcs and 
commerce; as neither would prosper or 
long exist without it.

WHEAT.— 
TIME OF SOWING, &e. 

As early sown wheat produces the 
strongest straw and fewest leaves, and 
not so liable to be laid with wet, nor 
so apt to be thrown out of the ground 
by winter frosts, these reasons recom- 
mend it as @ preventative to rust. 

At what particular ime wheatought 
to be sown to escape batn fly and rust, 
is not easy to settle, but Should the fly 
cease its depredations eurly in Sept, 
say from the 18th the 20th, would be 
advisable for the various reasons as- 
signed above. The late sown wheat 
sumetunes succeeds under particular 
culu vam and soil: sull che chances 
ugamst it are ten to oue, 

n a former communication your 
committee recommended the Mediter. 
ranean wheat as the most safe. Hith- 
erto the fly has not touched it. It has 
the same character at the south, as we 
see by the Farmer's Register—being 
uatouched there, This ts strongly ia 
its favor. It is also less linble to rust 
than any kind we are acquainted with, 
Uatother kinds may offer, and upon 
trial be found preferable to the Medi- 
terranean. Tie Golden-rock now 
upon trial may offer some advantages. 
It hos a strong, short straw, not liable 
to get down by wets as some other 
kinds, and said to be of excellent qual- 
ity for flouring- -A port of N. J. Ag.
